1) Three parachutes failed te open on 12 September 1950 during practice

broke while under a load and damaged some very important equipment ( unspecified), 


ad. In the Certral Air Workshop at Plos, near Velika Gorica, the roof of 
Project Number Seven, where the installation of machinery imported from 
Germany had just been completed, collapsed on 13 October 1950. The
